The postwar years are here, but plenty of every- 
hing hasn't arrived. In fact, all indications are that 
hings are going to get a great deal worse along the 
supply line before they even begin to get better. 

Everyone who reads a newspaper, listens to the 
adio, or shops for food or clothing knows that goods 
af many kinds are harder to buy now than at any 
ime during the war. What many may not realize, 
‘hough, is that this situation may last for a long time 
and is likely to become more difficult. 

This is confirmed by a Colony Service Department 
■epresentative who has just completed a detailed 
;urvey of buying possibilities in the United States, par¬ 
ticularly the New York area. Normal legal purchases of 
Food and clothing are extremely difficult to make. 
Vlany things can be secured in the black market, that 
are not obtainable otherwise, including all the steaks, 
white shirts, and nylon hose anyone might want. The 
Company's Purchasing Department, however, will not 
operate in the black market field.
